1. Tbis memorandum is for Infor mat ion only. 

2« In our effort to locate all ayailable informatiou on EICHMANN, 
i the SS man who, according to the newspapers, was seined by the 

Israelis on 23 May I960, we have xnade a concentrated jearch thxough 
various captured German docüments* Ainong theitema on EICHMANN 
we have found a report'dafed 4 November 1937 which " wka prejpared by 
EICHMANN, then an SS master Sergeant, and one.fnu HAGEN, then 
an SS first Sergeant, The report provides details on the trip which 
EICHMANN and HÄGEN took dur/irtg September 1937 and contains data 
on a number of agents and infoririers whö worked for the RSHA, ‘Other 
captured recovds have brought to light the names of additional agents 
and informers. Details are provided in the attached interim report. 

3, A final report will be forwarded to your office as soon as all 
inquiriea, investigations, and research are completed.

MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD 
SUB JECT: Adolf EICHMANN 

1. On 4 November 1937 Adolf EiCHMANN, then an SS master 
Sergeant, and fnu HAGEN» then an SS first. Sergeant, prepared a 
report cn'their trip of September 1937 to varioua countries, Includlng 
Israel (then Palest Ine), Acordlng to the report, Pr. Franz REICHERT, 
then a repräsentative of the German newa agency D, N. B. , ln 
Jerusalem, was one of EICHMANN's prlnclpal agents. Among aub- 
agents REICHERT handled was Felwel FOLKES, aka Felbel POLKES, 
aka Felvel POLKES, a Jew who resldad at that time Ln Tel Aviv, 

•The report stated that POLKES had no profeaslon and that hls only 
meanß öf llvellhood waa the money pald to hlm '?by ub" through 
REICHERT. He recelved a total of 20 pounds per.month; ten 
pounds were hls monthly saiaryi flve pounds wore a special pay- 
ment; and another. flvo pounds were glyen to hLm to pay one of hls 
sub-agents, fnu KLEIN of Haifa. / .The report stated that POLKES had 
another sub-agent, one fnu SCHALOMI (or SchalomL lnu), who was a 
member of HAGANA. 

2. Another captured German document la a progress report for 
the perlod 1 July to 31 July 1937, prepared by the unlt of whlch 
EICHMANN was a member. It States that Felbel POLKES had the 
task of fumlshlng Information oti "HAGANA, political developments 
ln the Near East, and universal Organisation of Judalsm. " Still 
other captured records contaln extensive and detalled reports on 
HAGANA and other world-wlde Jewlah organbsattons. A study of these 
reports will be made Ln Order to determlne whether they w;ere prepared 
on the baols of Information Airnished by POLKES and hls sub-agents. 

3. RID’a central Index contaln» no record 6n POLKES, How- 
ever, a check of the records of the Immigration and Naturalisation 
Service haa brought to light the followlng Information:

Five 
of the residents at this address bave moved there since 1954. The sixth 
\partment ia occu.pl ad by th« family of William H. WHITE, We «hall cn- 
daavor to determino the nan»» — e <t — *-<•-*■« «f the other five apartments 
who lived there in January 1954. 



5. We are C '— r ' lC il n 8 inveotigationa on the following agents or con- 
tacts who — directly or i d di r ectly for EICHMANN in 1938: 



a. FnuGENTZ, D.N.B, repräsentative in Cairo, His 
area of activity was Egypt and the Near East; his 
Principal task was the Observation of development of 

"the Jewiah State. " He was in contact with. Dr. REICHERT. 

b. Wilhelm M. BORMANN had bcen espelled, presumably 
from a couafcry in the Near East. German atiempta to 
have tha espulsion Order rescinded had failed; abd at the 
time (January 1938) BORMANN was temporar ily raaiding 
in Berlin. HLa area of activity had been the Near East, 
and he collaborated with Dr. REICHERT and fmi GENTZ. 
Occasionally Dr. REICHERT uaed him aa a couirier.' 

c. E. F. ELMHURST operatad in the United States. His 
area of activity was given as "America, " and bis task 

was Observation of "anti-national soci&list boycott leaguaa. " • 

d. Henri ARCHARCHE, a lawyer, resided in Alexandria, Egypt. 

e. S&my MÖUSFY, an editor, resided in Cairo, Egypt. 

f. Ibrahim CHANTI, aka SHA.NTI, owner and editor -in-chief 

of tha newapaper, Ad-Difah, reported through Dr. REICHERT.
